Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Enablement: Applicant argues there is sufficient evidence in the art at the time of filing to warrant a scope of "neurotrophin" rather than 
being limited to NGF and GDNF. The claims of record (filed January 9, 2006) do not state any effect from the treatment. Thus, any and all 
effects are encompassed. This is especially noteworthy in view of claims to treating Alzheimer's disease and Parkinson's disease. There is 
no evidence that all symptoms of these disease can be affected by the claimed inveniton. With regard to applicant's arguments that prior 
examiner's decisions must be considered, applicant is advised each case is examined on its own merits. It is a different scope of claimed 
subject matter may align applicant's claims more closely with previously allowed claims. 

Anticipation: Applicant's arguments are directed to the amended claims. However, the claims of record are those filed January 9, 2006. 
The claims filed October 16, 2006 have not been entered.
